IHave^a  greater  Rcfpeft  for  your  Lorpfhips  than  to  keep  you  in  any  ExpeftatU 
on,  there's  nothing  I  can  fay,  I  am  fure,  can  in  the  leaft  deferve  it. 
My  Lords.  When  the  Campaign  was  at  an  End,  when  a  Land  Tax  lay  03 
your  Table,  when  the  due  Refpefthad  been  paid  to  that  Sorrow,  in  which  we  all 
bear  a  part,  when  the  Seflion  of  Parliament  was  fo  greatly  advanced/ apd  a  lang 
Rccefs  fo  near  at  hand,  I  thought  it  might  be  a  proper  Time  to  put  your  Lorddiips 
in  mind  of  the  late  intended  Ljvajwfv;  -and  the  rather,  becaufe  anEnqulry  into  this, 
feem'd  to  me,  to  be  what  the  Nation  expefted,  and  what  I  haveoblerv'd,  even  thofc 
who  have  differ'd  in  their  Thoughts  about  it,  yet  unanimoufly  defir'd^  b.ut  above 
all,  becaufe  it  (is  a  Matter,  in  which  not  only  our  Welfare  and  Happinefs/butour 
tery  Being  it  ielf,  the  Security  of  the  Nation,  and  theSafetyof  Her  Majeffy,  are 
fo  highly  concerned.  '    : ' 

tdid  endeavour  to  prove  tte  firft  of  thefc  to  your  Lordfliips,  when  I  made  you 
this"  Motion,  by  Reafons  taken  frorathe  Flburifliing  of  your  Tradfe,  the  Support  of 
youf  Credit,  the  Nature  of  your  Victories,  and  the  Quieting  of  Mens  Minds  at 
Home ;  and  fhall  now,  with  yoar  Lordfhips  Leave,  fay  a  few  Words  to  the'c- 
ther  part,  and  fliew  your  Lordlhips  bow  much  this  Enquiry  concerns  us  all  in  poiiit 
of  Safety.  ' 

Some  perhaps  may  think,  That  after  fuch  wonderful  SucccfTcs  Abroad^  as  we 

have  had  thelaft  Year,  after  the  French  King  has  loft  Lifle,  and  been  f  rc'd  to  a-- 

bandon  Ghent  and  Bruges;  tofpeakto  your  Lordfhips  of  any  Danger  at  Home, 

crto  have  the- baft  Apprehenlion  from  fuch  a  BafH.d  Enemy,  were  to  expofc  th<:

9S  our  taking  oF  Lifli>  or  red  .icing  of  Ghent, 
md  yet  after  fuch  intire  Viaories.  fuch  repegtc-d   Defeats,    had  not  this  haughty 
iN|fe,hbour  of  ours,     the  Prcfumptionthelafi  Year,    to  attempt  tne5stf%  a  Pre- 
romrtipon  Iltr  Mr, je fly's  Throne  ?  And  cSn  we  reafonably  proini4e  our  felves  any 
Security  wlienever  he  is  rn  a  Condition  to  give  us  the  lead  UiHurbance  ?    And; 
ii^he  not  in  a  Condition  f    Is  he  not  as  near  us  this  Y^ar.as  he  was  Uft,.  uotwith- 
tending  all  our  Coaqaefts  ?    That's  an  e\dvajitage  our  Allies  only  have  by  them, 
f^  have  their  Enemy  at  a  greater  Diftance.  .  Has  he  not  as  many  Ships,    and  as, 
wiany  Friends  too,    except  one,    as  I  mention'd  tb  your   Lordlliips  ?^    'Nay  My 
Lords,     rjas  he  not  as* great  Encouragmer>t  to  renew  his  Attempt  as   he  had  to 
undertake  it,  as  I  (lull  prefen  ly  (liew  your  Lordfhips  ;  from- whence  then  does 
our  great   Security  arife  f     Beiides,  My   Lprds,    What  is  yet  further.    Every 
Body  i3  convinced  by  the  incoiifidcrable  Force,    the  fmall  Number  ct  Ships  and 
Troops,  the  French  King  imploy'd  in  ti--  late  Attempt  upon  us  the  1  aft  Year,  That- 
hischief  Dcpendance.  was  i^56n  tne  Incouragvnent  and  Promifesof  Afliflance  he 
iiadfron;!  hence  i     and  yet  notwithftanding  all  our  Enquiries,    is  it  not  as  great  a 
Myftery  to  this  Day  as  it  was,  who  the  Perfoas  amongft   us  are,  who  werevCpi- 
cernedin  this  black  and  unnatural  Treafon, 

^  "ti^  true,  My  Lords,  fever  al  Per  Jons  of  great  ^iaHty  and  hUr.f,fl  have  been  taken 
iipii.io}i  Sufpicion,  brQu\bt  from  their  oxph  Bmes  and  Country,  whiffl  others  thereby 
havs'had  the  Opportmity  of  Snppt  anting  them  in  their  hit  ere  ^  there ;  'r«  not  for  me  to 
fay  whether  thh  proceeded  from  ill  VPill  to  jome.or  Favour  to  others,  but  ha^  any  thing 
bemproved  againji  them}.  Does  not  the  Bail  that  has  been  given  for  them,  and  their 
Sitting  in  this  Houfey  convince  every  Body  of  their  Innocency  ;  fo  that  this  way  of  pro* 
ceeding  hoi  father  proved  Vex^iom  to  the  SubjeB,  than  any  real  Security  to  the  Go- 
vernment, asd  I  hope  will  make  us  for  the  future  fet  agr  eater  Vaiui  upon  our  YL^b^^s 
Corpus  Ad,  vpbich  wm  the  Right  of  every  SubjeB  before,  by  Common  Law, 

Nor  has  the  Characters  that  have  been  made  of  Perfonsto  be  fufpefted,  had  any 
better  effcft  j  there  are  two  I  (hall  mention  to  your  Lorddiips,  and  I  think  greater 
Miftakes  than  both  of  them  c^n  fcarce  be  piitirKo  Words ;  the  firft  is,  That  Men  of 
Arbitrary  Principles  are  the  Perfons  who  ought  to  be  fufpeCted ;  this  Argument 
has  been  very  nmch  laboured,  and  gerat  Pains  has  been  taken  to  prelwade  the 
World  from  Mens  Praflices  in  former  Reigns,  that  they  areftill  of  Arbitrary 
Principles,  and  from  thence  'tis  inferred  they  ought  to  be  iufpefted.  I  fliall  not  trouble 
your  Lordfliips  or  my  felf  at  prefent  to  (hew  the  Weakncfs  of  this  Argument.  I 
will  take  it  as  they  that  have  made  ufe  of'  it  wou'd  have  it.  for  a  ftrong  and  un- 
deniable Confequence,  and  then  I  ask,  What,  My  Lords,  isthe  Nation  to  fu^^eft 
any  who  are  sr  the  Head  ot  your  Miniftry,  of  giving  this  Incouragement  to  your 
Enemy  ?.  For  I  will  be  bold  to  f-iy  in  this  Place,  if  this  be  a  good  Argument,  it 
isasftrong  againfi  lome  who  are  at  the  Head  of  your  Miaidry,  as  againft  any 
yim  \  !^now  of  v;ho,  is  out  of  it...  There

'ike  for  the  future  ;  to  which,  by  God's  Bleffing,  there  lliall  be.nothing  wanting  on  rny

My  Lo\ds,  It  your  Lorfliips  have  any  Intention  of  looking  info  this  Matter,  I 
flialJ  makd^our  Lordlhips  a  Motion  which  perhaps  may  give  us  fome  Light  -,  it  is 
indeed  a  Co^r.plex  one,  and  father  a  Schedule  of  Papers  ;  it  is,  That  Her  Majcffy 
will  pleafe  to^rder  that  there  way  be  laid  before  this  Houfe  -,  At  what  Time  Her  Maje^ 
S-^y  received  tfje  fir(t  Account  of  the  Intended  lnv<:[:on  i  What  Orders  were  thereupon 
iyued  iao  Scotland,  with  Relation  either  to  the  Forces  or  Garifons  ?  What  woi  the 
Number  of  Regular  Troops  and  Forces  there^  at' the  Time  of  this  UttUigence  ?  What 
was  the  S:ate  of  the  Garijms  there  at  thit  Time  ?  'Wl>at  Augmentation  woi  made,  or 
Forces  fent  thither  from  the  Time  4  the  Intelligence  to  the  Time  of  the  Invafion  >
